No  student  shall  bo  admitted  without  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
good  moral  character;  and  students  coming  from  another  college  or 
school  shall  present  certificates  of  honorable  dismission  from  the  in- 
stitution left. 

The  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form  being  strictly  prohibited,  those 
addicted  to  its  use,  if  not  pre[)ared  to  renounce  it  entirely,  should 
not  apply  ibr  admission. 

Students  are  not  considered  as  regular  members  of  the  ("ollege 
until,  after  a  residence  of  at  least  four  months,  they  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  matriculation  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  uiorai 
character.     Belbre  this  they  are  students  ou  probation. 

(Candidates  for  admission  to  Clas.s  C  will  be  examined  in  the  ele- 
ments of  English  Grammar,  Reading,  iSpelling,  Modern  Creography, 
and  in  Arithmetic  through  Decimal  Fractions.

or  in  literary  and  scientific  studies. 

Every  facility  is  offered  to  those  who  wish  to  become  proficient 
in  Special  Departments.  Students  not  candidates  for  degrees 
may  pursue  their  studies  for  a  single  year,  or  lor  a  longer  period, 
in  any  classes  which  they  are  qualified  to  enter;  and  they  shall  .be 
entitled  to  certificates  of  i)roficiency  in  any  depai'tment  in  which 
theyshall  have  completed  the  required  studies,  and  passed  a  satis- 
factory examination.

LIBRARiES. 

The  Libraries  of  the  College  now  contain  nearly  two  thousand 
volumes.  The  General  Library  is  accessible  to  all  the  students,  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  established  by  the  Faculty,  and  is  open  twice 
■a.  week  during  term  time  for  the  delivery  of  reading  books,  and 
daily  for  the  delivery  of  books  of  reference  needed  by  the  students 
in  the  various  departments.  It  is  open  every  evening  to  teachers 
and  members  of  the  household. 

The  Anson  Laj)ham  Repository  contains  a  small  collection  of 
JFriends'  books,  which  are  at  all  times  accessible  to  teachers,  stu- 
dent? and  members  of  the  household. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Regular  daily  e.xercise  in  the  open  air  is  rc(|iiired  of  all  the  stu- 
dents, for  which  the  extensive  grounds  connected  with  the  College 
attbrd  ample  facilities.  The  gymnasium,  which  is  well  supplic<l 
with  suitable  apparatus,  is  open  every  day  for  the  voluntary  exer- 
•cise  of  boys  and  girls  in  se|)arate  cla.sses.  They  al.so  receive  regular 
•instruction  from  a  teacher  of  (Jym nasties.  These  exercises,  which 
•consist  almost   entirely   of  the  so-called   litjht   yymna.'itvui,    are    re- 
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quired  of  all  the  students,  unless  specially  excused  tit  the  rc«iuest  of 
parents  or  guardians,  but  no  effort  is  required  of  any  student,  which 
cannot  he  safely  and  profitably  undertaken  by  any  one  in  good 
health.  Girls  must  be  provided  with  dresses  suitable  for  these  ex- 
ercises. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

While  care  is  taken  to  inculcate  the  doctrine  that  religion  is  »■ 
matter  of  practical  daily  life,  and  is  not  confined  to  the  observance^ 
of  set  forms  or  the  promulgation  of  religious  tenets,  the  regular  as- 
sembling for  religious  purposes  is  carefully  observed.  On  First-day 
morning  a  religious  meeting  is  held,  attended  by  students,  teachers^, 
and  members  of  the  household,  and  occasionally  by  visiting  Friends. 
The  exercises  of  each  day  are  termindted  by  ;i  general  meeting  for 
reading  selected  portions  of  Scripture,  and  otlur  suiral:)Ic  books,  fol- 
lowed by  a  period  of  silence  before  retiring  f(jr  tiie  night. 

VISITING. 

Pareits  and  Guardians  are  espeoially  requested  not  to  visit 
their  cliildren  at  the  College  on  tlie  First  day  of  the  week,  nor 
to  ask  permission  for  them  to  leave  the  College  during  term 
time,  unless  circumstanc3s  render  it  absolutely  necessary- 
Students  may  be  visited,  on  week  days,  by  parents  or  guardians, 
or  by  near  relatives  or  others  approved  by  parents  or  guardians  - 
but  general  visiting  is  discouraged.  Sludent-f  mud  not  be  interrupted 
in  their  siucUes  or  rectfation-s  at  aw/  time. 

All  persons  who  arc  interested  in  Education,  and  who  are  desir- 
ous of  examining  the  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline  at 
Swarthmore,  will  always  be  welcome,  and  slumld,  when  convenient;^ 
visit  the  Instituti(.n  between  the  hours  of  8  and  12  A.  M. 

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

Commencement  Day  is  the  third  Fourth-day  of  the  Sixth  mo-nth- 
forty-one  weeks.  Students  ai-e  not  admitted  for  a  shorter  period 
The  Scholastic  year  commences  eleven  weeks  thereafter,  and  continues^ 
than  the  current  Scholastic  year,  but  may  enter  at  any  time,  if  pre- 
j)ared  to  join  existing  classes. 

Besides  the  vacation  of  eleven  weeks  in  summer,  there  will  be  ft 
vacation  of  one  week  at  Christmas.

MAIi^AGEKS^  KEPORT. 

Another  year  has  .been  added  to  the  brief  history  of  Swarthmore 
College,  and  it  becomes,  once  more,  the  duty  of  the  Mauagei-s  to 
present  to  the  Stockholders  their  Annual  Report. 

It  is  eminently  fitting  that  allusion  should  be  made,  in  the  oj)en- 
ing  of  this  report,  to  the  recent  death  of  the  first  President  of  the 
College,  Edward  Parrish.*  One  of  the  pioneers  engaged  in  enlist- 
ing the  minds  of  Friends  in  the  great  work  of  founding  a  College, 
he  was  a  most  earnest  and  indefatigable  laborer  in  the  cause,  and 
it  was  largely  owing  to  his  personal  exertions  that  success  so  early 
crowned  our  efforts.  Very  many  of  the  Stockholders  will  remember 
that  their  interest  in  Swarthmore  was  first  awakened  by  his  voice

to  the  iin|>urtHnce  of  establisliiiig  amon<!;  us  an  institution  for  higher 
culture;  eillture  not  of  the  mind  alone,  hut  of  the  heart  a<  well; 
and  thus,  in  eonnection  with  his  untirinj;  eHorts  to  secure  the  means 
necessary  f«»r  carrying  out  this  desijrn,  he  performed  a  lalior  destineil 
to  have  a  la>ting  influence  for  irood  ii|)t>n  «tur  Itelijrious  f^K-iety,  and 
ii|Min  the  community  at  lar;.'e. 

During  the  past  year,  as  heretofore,  the  Managers,  either  hy  their 
■direct  acti(ui  or  through  their  sevenil  committees  having  charge  of 
the  various  <lepartment>,  liave  exercised  a  guarded  care  over  the 
iuterots  of  the  College,  and  are  enahlc<l  to  re|X>rt,  from  j)ei>onal 
ol>>ervation.  gratifying  evidences  of  advancement.  As  the  College 
is  entering  upon  its  fourth  year,  having  oj)eneil  with  a  Freshman 
cla-*s  only,  in  the  collegiate  department,  three  years  ago,  it  now 
numliers  among  its  students,  fur' the  first  time,  a  graduating  class. 
It  is  a  gratifying  circumstance  that  the  six  members  of  the  first 
Sinior  class  constituted  the  entire  Junior  cla>s  at  the  close  of  last 
vear.  all  of  them  having  retnrneil  to  graduate.  The  whole  numlH.T 
■of  students  in  the  collegiate  department  for  the  ]>resent  year  is 
^seventy,  of  whom  six  belong  t«i  the  S*.'nior,  teii  to  the  Junior, 
fourteen  to  the  .Sophomore,  and  forty  to  the  Freshinan  class.  The 
Preparatory  >ichool  numbers  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  students, 
•divided,  as  heretofore,  into  three  classes,  A.  R  and  C.  It  is  ]»ro- 
posed  to  admit  no  students  to  the  Pre[)aratory  School  hereafter 
under  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  The  l>oys'  <lepartmeut  has  lieen 
full  since  the  o|X'ning  of  the  present  yejir,  and  a  numl>er  of  appli- 
"<.'ations  have  l»een  declined,  for  the  present,  for  want  of  room. 

The  object  which  the  College  has  had  in  view  from  the  beginning 
Uias  iK'cn  to  furnish  a  thorough  Classical  and  an  e<)ually  thorough 
Scientific  education,  in  separate  courses.  This  has  not  been  accom- 
jdished  thus  far  for  want  of  the  proper  taciliti«'>  for  nuiking  this 
tllvi-ion,  but  it  will  now  be  carried  into  eflect.  Students  will,  there- 
fore, have  the  opportunity  to  elect  the  Classical  or  the  Scientific 
I'ourse,  for  completing  either  of  wliieh  the  usual  ilegree  will  be  given. 
In  connection  with  the  Scientific  Course,  coiiu'iding  with  it  through 
the  Sophomore  class,  and  branching  oft' in  the  Junior  year,  a  course 
in  Civil  Engineering  is  also  establishe«l.  Provision  is  likewise  made 
<i>r  those  who   do  not  expect  to   graduate  in    any  one  of  tiie   thrtv 
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regular  •-•our.se.«,  to  fiuible  them  to  receive  what  instnictioii  ihey 
desire  in  special  departments.  The  practical  >vorking  details  ot" 
thase  various  courses  will  be  t'ulJy  explained  iu  the  new  Catalogue- 
published  with  this  report,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Stock- 
holders is  especially  invited.  It  is  hoped  and  believed  that  the 
wants  and  expectations  uf  all  the  friends  of  the  College  will  be- 
fully  met  by  the  courses  therein  pieseu ted. 

For  the  full  development  of  the  improvements  proposed  various 
changes  have  been  made  iu  the  corps  of  pi-ofessors  and  instructors 
employed.  The  Principal  has  been  appointed  to  the  Presidency  of 
the  College  since  the  last  report,  and  also  to  the  chair  of  Mental 
«nd  Moral  Philosophy.  The  jirofessorship  of  Latin  and  French, 
formerly  held  by  him,  has  been  conferred  upon  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  France,  who  has  had  large  experience  as  an  instructor,, 
both  abroad  and  in  this  country.  In  tliis  depaitment  Latin  will  be 
required  of  the  Classical  Students  only,  while  French  will  be  re- 
quired of  l)oth  Classical  and  Scientific  Students  in  classes  A  and  B 
of  the  Preparatory  School,  and  in  the  .Tunic  v  class  of  the  Colle- 
giate Course. 

The  professorship  of  Greek  and  German  has  been  conferred  upou 
a  graduate  and  formei- tutor  of  Harvard  College,  who  has  recently 
retui-ned  from  a  two  years  residence  in  Germany.  This  department 
has  Ijeen  thoroughly  reorganized,  and  the  German  language  will  be 
required  hereafter  of  all  students  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
classes,  who  are  pursuing  either  a  Classical  or  Scientific  Course. 
Greek  will  continue  optional  in  both  departments,  as  heretofore. 

T'he  department  of  Chemistry  has  been  placed  under  the  charge 
of  a  graduate  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  of  Yale  College,, 
and  late  assistant  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  same,  who  brings  to 
his  chosen  profession  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  science  in  its 
latest  developments :  and  provision  will  at  once  be  made  for  a 
complete  scientific  training  in  this  increasingly  important  branch 
of  study.  To  this  end  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  should 
be  expended  during  the  coming  year  to  supply  additional  appar- 
atus, and  much  needed  books  of  reference.  In  the  arrangement 
of  study  proposed,  the  students  in  both  the  Classical  and  the 
Scientific  Courses  will  be  required  to  pursue  the  study  of  Chemistry 
during  their  Sophomore  year,  and  this  will  also  be  required  of  the 
.students  in  the  Scientific  department  during  the  remaining  two  years 
of  their  course. 

The  department  of  ("ivil  Engineering  is  under  the  charge  of  the 
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l'n>rt',s»(»r  «.l  A|»j)li<(l  Malliciiiiitic-*  ami  riiy.sic.-,  a  •^v:\i\u:i\c  dI  the- 
liuiiHiseluor  I'olyteclinic  Iiirstitute  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  who  lias  Ikcii,  ior 
llu'  past  lliroc  yt'ars,  »'i)<,'a;j;o(I  in  orf;:uiizln<<  and  directing  this  de- 
[•aitnieni  in  the  Fnivt-rsity  of  Minnesota.  Through  the  kind  liber- 
ality of  lln'  friends  of  the  College,  a  large  room  in  the  fourth  story 
of  the  ccnlial  building,  adjoining  thr  Museum,  is  being  fitted  up  as 
a  Physical  Lal)oratory,  exclusively  for  the  use  of  this  department. 
As  fast  us  tiie  means  contributed  will  allow,  it  will  be  furnished  with 
suitable  miimK-Is  and  a|)paratus,  and  tables  of  the  most  approved 
niodoni  construction,  for  draughting  purposes.  Five  hundred  dol- 
lars will  be  needed  for  this  purpose  during  the  coming  year. 

The  depsirtment  of  Natural  History  has  been  continued,  us  before, 
umler  the  care  of  our  non-resident  Professor,  \)v.  Joseph  Leidy,  who 
has  had  charge  of  the  arrangement  of  the  Cabinet,  and  wlu»  has 
Ifcturcd  oiice  a  week  during  three-fourths  of  the  year,  and  twice  a 
week  during  the  remainder  of  the  time,  to  the  members  of  the 
Sophomore  and  Freshman  classes,  ami  to  the  other  students  who 
desired  to  attend.  An  earnest  call  for  aid  to  increase  our  collection 
of  specimens  illustrative  of  the  several  branches  of  this  subject,  has 
met  with  a  generous  response.  The  amount  raised  by  this  appeal, 
about  twelve  hundred  dollars,  has  been  expended  duiing  the  year 
ill  the  const  ruction  of  cases  for  the  rt'ce})tion  of  the  specimens  on 
iiaiid,  aii<l  tiiose  which  have  been  purchased  to  add  to  the  collection. 
More  case-  are  now  needeil  to  contain  specimens  not  yet  arranged 
for  want  of  room.  I'hese  will  be  constructed  as  soon  as  I'linds  are 
coiitributeil  for  this  |)urpose.  The  contribution  of  two  thousand 
dollars  would  enable  us  to  put  the  Cabinet,  for  tin;  present,  in  very 
good  working  condition,  and  it  is  ho[>ed  that  friends  will  contribute 
this  sum  for  that  object  during  the  present  year.  Those  who  con- 
tent |>late  making  ihjuations  for  the  Museum  are  invited  to  examine 
the  present  condition  of  the  Cal)inet,  and  the  plans  which  have  been 
pro|)osed  by  the  Committee  for  its  further  development.  It  mav  be 
nnide  mic  .il"  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  features  of  the  In- 
stitution, ami  it  .-liould  not  be  alloweil  to  languish  for  wan!  of  means. 

The  depaitments  of  >[at hematics.  History,  I'Jiglish  !.,iterature. 
I'hxMition,  riiiiiiaiiship  and  l>iawiiig  are  in  a  sati>l"a<'loiy  condition, 
ami  remain  under  the  same  gt^ieral  direction  as  last  year. 

flic  Library  has  not  been  increased  .since  the  la>t  report  si>  much 
as  could  be  desind.  or  :i»  llie  needs  nt  the  ( 'ollcge  actiiallv  ii'(|uire. 
I'.xcept  a  few  small  doiiaiions,  nothing  has  Ixitui  conlriiuited  for  this 
purpose  during  (he  yiar,  ami  the  funds  regularly  appropriate*!  to  the 
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u.-<c  of  the  Library  have  been  chietiy  expended  in  procuring  caj^es 
for  the  proper  arrangement  of  the  books  already  obtained.  Ample 
provision  is  now  made  in  the  second  story  of  the  central  building, 
for  a  Reference  Library,  and  we  hope  that  liberal  donations  will  be 
made  during  the  coming  year  for  the  express  j)urpose  of  filling  these 
shelves  with  suitable  books  of  reference.  Those  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  College,  are  more  constantly  used  than  even  the  text 
books  themselves,  and  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  should  be  at 
once  expended  for  books,  maps,  globes  and  charts,  to  be  placed  in 
this  Library  for  the  use  of  all  the  students. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  i-eport  of  last  year  to  a  room  fitted  up 
in  one  of  the  fire-proof  alcoves  for  the  reception  of  Friends'  books 
and  those  which  pertain  to  the  history  of  the  Society.  An  appeal 
was  then  made  to  Friends  to  contribute  to  this  Library  (called  the 
Anson  Lapham  Repository)  such  suitable  volumes  as  might  be  in 
their  possession.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Repo.sitory,  which 
was  then  about  one  hundred  and  fifty,  has  since  been  increased  by 
contributions  from  difi'erent  members  of  the  Board  and  others,  but 
not  so  rapidly  as  the  impoi'tance  of  such  a  library  in  this  institution 
would  seem  to  require.  If  interested  Frienils  would  procure  works 
suitable  to  be  deposited  here,  and  forward  them  to  the  College,  in- 
stead of  depending  upon  the  few  which  may  ]>e  found  in  their  own 
libraries,  or  if  they  would  contribute  funds  for  this  purpose,  the 
design  of  the  founder  would  be  more  likely  to  be  accomplished  at 
an  early  day,  and  a  library  established  from  which  the  present  gen- 
eration of  young  persons  who  are  being  educated  at  Swarthmore 
could  learn  much  of  the  history  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  from 
which  future  historians  could  derive  valuable  information  not  else- 
where to  be  found. 

Before  passing  from  the  subject  of  instruction  we  should  once 
more  add  our  testimony  to  the  general  verdict  now  being  pronounced 
in  favor  of  the  co-education  of  the  sexes  in  our  higher  institutions 
of  learning.  If  it  could,  with  any  propriety,  be  called  an  experi- 
ment at  the  time  of  the  opening  of  Swarthmore,  it  can  surely  be  no 
longer  so  regarded.  In  our  \Yestern  Colleges  co-education  is  now 
the  rule,  separation  the  exception.  In  one  of  the  Western  States, 
containing  a  population  of  a  million  and  a  quarter,  and  more  col- 
leges, with  actual  college  classes,  than  any  State  in  New  England, 
women  are  admitted  to  every  one,  and  with  the  best  results.  Nor 
is  co-education  confined  to  the  West  alone.  The  older  colleges  of 
the  East  are  moving  in  this  matter,  and  some  have  already  opened 
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'dit'ir  iIkois  for  tin-  :iilaii»<i(tii  of  woiiifii.  Ilw  Univfisily  ot"  Ver- 
iiioiit  now  number.-  !<ov<'ri  yoinii:  women  anioiii^  lior  iin(lc'r<rraduat<'n, 
mill  tlit'v  arc  rcportcil  a*^  tullv  (■<|nal  in  sdiolar-liip  to  tlicir  class- 
mates of  the  other  six.  Wilhont  dwellin;,'  at  Icnirth  upon  this  snli- 
je('t  it  !>'  sufficient  to  say.  in  this  report,  that  co-edueation  at  Swarth- 
more  eontinnes  to  he,  as  licretoi'ore,  entirely  satisfaetory  to  all  win* 
'have  witnessed  its  result-.  \\<  etieets  are  mutually  l)ene(l<'ial  upon 
■^he  two  sexes,  hoth  as  to  scholaishi|)  and  charaeter. 

The  >[anajrers  desire  to  express  to  the  Stockholders  their  hi;;h  ap- 
preciation of  the  care  exercised  over  the  family  by  those  entrusted 
with  till!  managemen!  of  the  internal  affairs  of  the  C'ollejre,  and  they 
consider  that  the  judicious  maternal  inlluence  and  watchful  care  of 
the  Matron  over  the  health  and  i;eneral  welfare  of  the  stmlents  de- 
mand their  special  notice,  and  that  (he  confidence  of  Parents  and 
Oiuirdians  who  enlrusi  to  us  the  education  of  their  children  may  be 
"justly  accorded  to  her  and  to  our  valued  Superintendent,  whof»e  ju- 
ilicious  and  conscientious  labors  have  u;t'eally  contributed  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  large  household  iimler  our  charuc 

The  sidnject  of  regular  and  systematic  exercise  in  some  useful 
employment  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Stockholders  at  their  last 
unnual  meeting,  and  a  small  sum  was  then  contributed  toward  tlie 
erection  of  a  work-.«ihop.  Nothing  has  yet  been  done  to  supply  the 
need  felt  by  those  who  snbscribe<l  to  this  fund  "for  Medianical  Ap- 
pliances." If  this  sum  could  now  be  increased  to  one  thousand 
•dollars,  a  shop  could  be  erected,  fitted  with  the  necessai-y  appliances, 
vmd  placed  in  charge  of  our  Professor  of  Applied  ^[atliematics,  who 
-would  attend  to  its  proper  organization,  and  give  all  needed  instruc- 
tion in  this  department.  The  opportunity  is  now  presented  to  carry 
'into  effect  the  valuable  suggestions  of  last  year  upon  this  subject. 
Students  would  be  at  once  employed  in  making  models  and  appar- 
;ilus,  which  must  otherwise  be  purchased  at  considerable  expense, 
:;ind  the  desideratum  of  combinini^-  exercise  and  profittible  lalior 
^voulll  be  secured. 

The  (lymnasium  has  served  an  excellent  purpose,  regular  exer- 
cises hiiving  been  kept  up  during  the  year,  by  boys  and  girls,  in 
sieparate  classes,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher  of  gymnastics. 
The  workshop  would  supplement  tin-  gymnasium,  but  ccMild  never 
take  its  place.  These  exercises  are  even  of  greater  advantage  to 
the  girls  than  to  the  boys,  and  the  present  gymnasium,  on  the  boys* 
groiinils,  is  ipiile  inadeipiate  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  College.  It 
\is  exceedinglv  difficult  to  induce  girls  to  take  sutfii-ient   exercise   to 
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preserve  them  iu  liealth  and  strength  for  the  successful  pursuit  of 
their  studies.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  members  of  the  higher 
classes.  If  we  hope  to  enable  our  girls  to  continue  their  course  of 
study  to  the  end,  we  must  offer  them  every  inducement  and  every 
facility  to  take  the  exercise  which  their  health  demands.  Our  suc- 
cess in  raising  the  standard  of  the  education  of  woman  is  absolutely 
flependent  upon  it.  In  this  view  it  will  be  seen  that  one  of  the  most 
important  improvements  which  should  be  made  during  the  coming 
year,  is  the  building,  upon  the  girls'  grounds,  of  a  gymnasium  with 
a  natatorium  attached.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  will  be 
needed  for  this  purpose. 

While  improvements  have  been  uuide  within  the  College,  by  the 
organization  of  the  several  distinct  departments  and  courses  of  study^ 
and  the  employment  of  the  best  talent  at  command  to  carry  out  the 
plans  proposed,  the  important  work  of  improving  the  grounds  and 
buildings  has  not  been  neglected  by  the  Committee  entrusted  with  this 
charge.  The  barn,  which  was  called  for  in  the  report  of  last  year,  has 
been  built;  a  fire-proof  connection  has  been  substituted  for  the  wooden 
building  between  the  College  and  the  Laundry  ;  the  Physical  Labor- 
atory, before  referred  to,  is  in  process  of  construction,  and  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  by  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  ;  several 
chambers  have  been  prepared  and  furnished,  and  others  are  in  pre- 
paration, for  the  accommodation  of  the  increased  number  of  students 
in  the  west  end  of  the  College ;  the  long-delayed  planting  of  trees 
for  the  new  walk  and  drive  is  at  length  undertaken,  the  laying  out 
of  this  walk  and  drive  will  be  carried  on  during  the  open  weather 
of  the  coming  winter;  and  this  year,  as  heretofore,  these  numerous 
improvements  have  been  made  by  the  liberal  donations  of  the 
friends  of  the  College,  chief  among  which  should  bo  mentioned  the 
recent  generous  subscription  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  improve  the 
grounds,  given  by  the  President  of  the  Board. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  refer  the  Stockholders  to  the  Trea- 
surer's report  for  a  full  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
College.  Although  the  number  of  students  is  considerably  greater 
than  at  any  previous  pei'iod,  in  consequence  of  the  moderate  price 
of  tuition  the  receipts  arc  only  sufficient  to  cover  the  current  ex- 
penses;  and  are  entirely  inadecjuate  to  make  the  necessary  increase 
iu  the  Reference  and  General  Libraries  and  tlm  Cabinet  of  Natural 
History,  supply  additional  apparatus  to  facilitate  the  instruction  in 
the  various  departments,  and  )nake  the  needed  improvements  iu  the 
buildings  and  grounds.     For  these  things  the  College  must  continue 
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l<»  rely  upuii  |>riv.ito  libt-ralily  !i.»  licrcltifon' ;  and  it  i>  a  .■•(»urct'  ol' 
iiii.Toasiiig  satisfiu'tion  to  tlu;  iih'ihIkts  of  tlie  Board  to  liiid  lliat 
iliose  who  liavo  oiict-  ciilir^tcd  in  ilif  rntcrprise,  and  have  had  tin; 
hfst  opportunity  to  witnesis  the  practical  \vorkin<f  of  the  institution, 
an*  the  most  rea<ly  to  contribute  liberally  to  its  snppt)rt  iiml  im- 
pntvcnient. 

Ap|)caU  have  l)i'cii  niadc  in  this  r<|ti)rl  tor  aid  in  various  direc- 
tions, and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  tliat  ihcywill  not  iuive  been  made 
in  vain.  There  is  yet  another-  great  need,  to  which  the  l^'inance 
("oniinittee  relerred  last  year,  and  which  they  would  again  j»re,.sg 
upon  the  attention  of  tlie  Stockholders  an<l  friends  of  the  (Jollege. 
Tlie  j)rice  of  tuition  and  board,  although  merely  sufticient  to  cover 
I  lie  actual  expense  incurred,  is  felt  by  some  Friends,  in  limited  cir- 
•  unjstances!,  to  be  a  heavy  burden  ;  and  the  only  practicable  metiiod 
of  reducing  it  is  to  establish  an  educational  fund  for  the  aid  of  those 
whose  limited  means  recjuire  an  abatement.  The  interest  of  a  few 
thousand  dollars  has  been  thus  applied  this  year,  enabling  several 
of  our  best  scholars  and  most  deserving  students,  to  receive  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  full  course  of  study,  which  would  otherwise  be  denied 
iliem.  The  interest  of  every  sum  of  fifteen  humlred  dollars  contri- 
buted to  the  educational  fund,  will  enable  us  to  make  an  abatement 
of  one  hundred  dollars  a  year  to  a  deserving  student,  whose  stay  at 
Swarthmore  to  complete  the  course  is  entirely  de]>eudent  upon  re- 
ceiving this  assistance.  Of  all  the  claims  now  pressing  upon  the 
friends  of  the  College,  this  must  take  the  foremost  place.  It  is 
surely  far  more  im))ortant  to  bring  the  facilities  ali'eady  at  our  com- 
mand within  the  reach  of  those  among  us  in  limited  <-ircumstances,, 
than  to  increase  these  facilities  for  those  who  are  better  able  to  af- 
i'ord  them.  It  is,  however,  ho[)ed  that  Friends  of  ample  means,  in- 
terested in  the  welfare  of  the  Society,  and  in  the  advancement  of 
sound  learning,  will  not  choose  between  the  various  real  needs  of 
the  College,  but,  supplying  and  acknowleilging  the  greater  iini>iirt- 
ance  of  one,  will  not  forget  the  othei's.

Tliis  sura  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is  not  merely  a  general  state- 
ment of  what  might  be  expended  witii  advantage  during  the  coming 
year,  but  a  carefully  prepared  estimate  of  the  present  actual  needs 
of  tbe  College,  and  should  be  subscribed  and  paid  in  before  tlie 
close  of  the  year,  besides  making  a  considerable  addition  to  tlie 
small  educational  fund. 

That  the  receipts  from  the  students  will  do  no  more  than  pay 
the  regular  current  expenses  of  the  College,  including  the  necessary 
repairs,  without  making  improvements  of  any  kind,  ought  not  to  be 
^i  source  of  surprise  or  disappointment  to  the  "Stockholders.  The 
finances  have  been  most  carefully  and  economically  managed  by 
the  Treasurer  and  Finance  Committee  ;  and  yet.  with  a  largely  in- 
creased number  of  students,  little  or  no  surplus  can  be  expected  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  This  must  necessarily  be  the  cnse,  where  the  best 
instruction  in  all  the  various  departments  is  offered  to  the  students 
at  a  moderate  price,  with  no  extra  ehair/es,  not  even  for  the  use  of 
books.  Nor  can  the  friends  of  the  College  suppose  that  Swarthmore 
•stands  alone  in  depending,  for  improvements,  upon  private  liberality. 
All  of  the  principal  colleges  in  the  country  depend  so  largely  upon 
endowments  and  private  snbscriptions,  that  the  receipts  from  the 
students  constitute  but  a  small  portion  of  their  annual  income.  If 
Swarthmore  had  for  its  chief  object  the  accumulation  of  money, 
instead  of  the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  Education,  there  is  no 
<loid)t  but  that  a  surplus,  for  a  few  years  at  least,  could  readily  be 
saved  from  the  present  i-eeeipts,  for  the  simple  reason  that  much 
more  would  be  received  from  the  public  than  would  be  givpn  to 
the  public  in  return.  Our  College  was  surely  never  intended  to 
be  managed  upon  such  principles,  and  to  become  a  pensioner  upon 
the  public  instead  of  a  public  benefactor.  If  its  annual  receipts 
continue  to  cover  its  regular  current  expenses  and  repairs,  it  is  all 
that  its  best  friends  can  reasonably  expect;  and  the  improvements 
must  continue  to  be  made,  until  the  institution  is  largely  endowed, 
by  constantly  renewed  and  lil)&r,il  private  subscriptions.
